I would appreciate your printing 
the letter that follows in regard to 
the telephone calls that come to us in 
all cases of accidents. 

“For the past number of years, it. 
has been my privilege to be in charge 
of small hospitals in local districts, 
and I have noticed with regret, that, 
never on the occasion of an accident, 
do the public at large co-operate with 
those who are doing their utmost to 
relieve the suffering of those 
brought to the hospital. 

In the recent accident all bounds 
were overstepped, and although the 
hospital had been called upon to ac¬ 
cept, in less than three hours, three 
accident cases, one operative case 
and a maternity case, the telephone 
did not cease ringing until long after 
midnight. If the call of the hospital 
and taking the staff from the duties 
of caring for those who had come 
to them in a condition requiring at¬ 
tention, would in any way relieve the 
situation, we would be only too glad 
to do our part, but materially it does 
not, and can only • be put down to a 
system of Sympa’thy which only adds 
to the numerous duties of those in¬ 
volved in the work. 

May I ask the district as a whole, 
to please remember before calling, 
that someone must leave a task to 
answer your call, and then if the de¬ 
mand is great enough, for informa¬ 
tion, be assured, we will give you the 
report willingly.”

Many radical thought* come from Britain, that home of 
free thinking, and Sir Wm. Clarke, British Hig h Com¬ 
missioner to Canada, startled Eastern HanaAi an, w jth aj* 
suggested methods of teaching history. His view is that 
history should be taught from our own days, backward. 
By this method the student would get the most 
elements first and would be enabled to perceive how the 
present has grown out of the achievements and errors of 
the immediate past. After that, if interested, the stud¬ 
ent could probe steadily backwards in the long chain 0 f 
effect and cause, to the very beginning of history. If he 
did not wish to search into the too remote past, it would 
not greatly matter. He would at least have a sense of 
the issues of his own time and how they arose. 

Sir William concluded by saying “The rising generation 
would enter into its trusteeship possessing a far clearer 
grasp of affairs—a point of departure from which the 
view the movements of the present day.” 

This suggestion in history study, has been commended 
to educationists throughout Canada, and with reason. So 
immersed are students in the Greek and Roman wars, that 
it is with‘difficulty they can focus on the Prime Minister 
of Britain. They know infinitely more about the remote 
developments of the far centuries, than the present. They 
know these facts from memory, without feeling in them 
any great throb of life. 

There is no doubt that many children leave school, with 
out discovering any really vital connection between the 
study of history, and the actual international occurrences 
of the present day. 

If we were to start with the world as it is moving be¬ 
fore him from day to day, he would find that he himself 
was part of history in the making. Grasping differences 
in forms of government and conditions of freedom as they 
exist amongst nations at present, he would be impelled 
by curiosity to delve back to the causes of these differen¬ 
ces, and to the processes by which present rights of citi¬ 
zenship were realized. He would start with what he 
could see before him. and gradually work back to root 
causes, instead of commencing at the root, and quite of¬ 
ten never reaching modem civilization in its development. 

Teachers have expressed the wish that the history per¬ 
iod might be one of current events and contemporary af¬ 
fairs. But instead of having time to discussuie chang¬ 
ing world about us, they must hark back feverishly to the 
12th century in order to meet examination demands, 
cal on labor. He says: “If in the present state of society,

living, permanently or temporarily. Industry and com¬ 
merce could be made much more efficient than they are, 
but it is in the field of currency and credit and fiscal poli¬ 
cy that the cause of these recurring depressions lie.”

Stephen Leacock Makes Lists of Ne¬ 
cessary Imports, All Forming Basis 
- For Inter-Empire Trade

Discussing Empire trade in a com¬ 
prehensive article in Monday’s- issue 
of the Mail and Empire, Professor 
Stephen Leacock mentioned the fol¬ 
lowing articles which Canada cannot 
produce and must import: “38 million 
pounds of tea, 28 million pounds of 
coffee, four million bunches of ban¬ 
anas and about 10 million dollars’ 
worth of oranges and lemons and 
tropical fruits. We can smoke 17 
million pounds of raw tobacco, and 
more if we try. W.e are prepared to 
drink about two million gallons of 
wine; with a conscientious effort w6 
can do better. We need further, 
while drinking and smoking, four mil 
lion tons of hard coal, -^128 million 
pounds ‘of raw cotton, 73 million 
pounds of crude rubber, a thousand 
millions gallons of crude oil. These 
articles, as appearing in our last 
trade returns, are a part of the vast 
category of unusued purchasing pow¬ 
er: sim I-ir to the free trade imports 
of England. It is this list that we 
can use as the basis of inter-imperial 
reciprocity. It is this list that can 
take the hug out of humbug and leave 
the hum in it. All these things we 
can get to a greater and greater ex¬ 
tent from the British Empire.”

Britain, after eight years adherence to a free trade 
ideal, has finally challenged a tariff ridden world. 

For nearly 50 years after the dropping of the corn 
laws in 1846, Britain prospered under free trade. Cheap 
imported raw materials fed the factories. But, in 1902, 
Joseph Chamberlain proved that tariff countries like 
America and Germany were out distancing Britain, and a 
30-year tariff fight began. , 

The World War forced an emergency protective meas¬ 
ure in 1915—the McKenna duties—imposing a 33 1-3 per 
cent, duty on motors, watches, films, and other imports, 
followed in 1919 by imperial preference to the colonies on 
tea. coffee, cocoa, and sugar. 

In 1920 came prohibition of dyestuff and coal-tar imports 
and in 1921 a safeguarding of industries act, placing a 
33 1-3 per cent, duty on so-called key industries. The 
same year an antidumping act stopped the flood of cheap 
goods due to depreciated currency abroad. 

In 1925 the Baldwin ministry imposed further emer¬ 
gency duties to help unemployed. 

The coining tariff measure will be neither emergency 
nor temporary. It is a necessary move for meeting the 
estimated budget deficit of £120,000,000. 

It is backed by most free trade Liberals, as well as 
Conservatives. Its' working out is in charge of Walter 
ltunciman, previous free trader. 

It imposes a 50 per cent, tariff on 23 groups of manu¬ 
factured articles, with 100 per cent, preference for do¬ 
minions. 

Experts are at work on the coming general tariff, al¬ 
though next summer’s imperial conference may delay its 


While the inspector’s idea may be sensible, it certain 
ly lacks glamor, as most sensible ideas do.

ALBERTA TO HAVE SEVENTEEN SEATS 


Census returns for the prairie provinces show an in¬ 
crease of 20 per cent, in the population in ten years. The 
total as in June last was 2,248.619, a gain of 392,637. Al¬ 
berta’s population increased from 588,454 in 1921 to 727,- 
497 in the past decade, the largest relative increase in the 
three prairie provinces. 

It is announced by the. Dominion bureau of statistics 
that the total population of Canada is near the 10,360,000 
mark. The largest absolute gain ir. population was made 
by Quebec and the largest percentage gain by British Co¬ 
lumbia. As representation in the House of Commons is 
based on the fact that Quebec has a fixed representation 
of sixty-five members, and the other provinces»get pro¬ 
portionate per capita representation, it is obvious there 
will be some losses and gains by provinces, but not as 
many as expected. 

It is indicated from Ottawa that the net result will be 
the loss of two seats by Nova Scotia and one by New 
Brunswick, while Alberta and British Columbia will be

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BRITISH INDIA DO NOT APPROVE 
AND CAN BACON HIGHER GAS RATE 


British India is being regarded as 
a favorable market for Canadian ba¬ 
con, and the Market Examiner, re¬ 
ports the findings of Canadian repre¬ 
sentatives in the field. 

“Though our bacon is considered 
superior in favor and quality to that 
imported, from the United Kingdom. 
But in the case of hams the packers 
of Canada have apparently not de¬ 
veloped a curing process to combat 
olimatic conditions. 

English hams to be fit for long 
transportation and lasting qualities 
are wrapped in cheesecloth to pro¬ 
tect the meat from the gelatine cas¬ 
ing. 

One -of the great drawbacks in In¬ 
dian. to the handling of these pro¬ 
ducts is the lhck of cold storage fa¬ 
cilities. 

The distances over which these 
commodities ha\ e to be shipped and 
the- limited demand necessarily enr 
francos tiie price. Bacon retails at 
approximately 18c a pound, uncooked 
ham at about the same price, and 
cooked ham brings as high as 95c a 
pound.

Napier Moore, editor of MacLean’s^ 
stated recently that 15 per cent, of 
the population of Canada is working 
for the government in federal or pro¬ 
vincial capacity. 

“The business of government is in¬ 
creasing its cost every day,” said 
•Mr. Moore, “and we do not do any¬ 
thing about it. The federal govern¬ 
ment today collects more money in 
taxes from the city of Toronto alone 
than it did from the entire dominion 
before the war.” 

Conditions are abnormal just now 
and allowances must be made for ne¬ 
cessary relief works. There are heavy 
outlays for. social reforms, in which 
those who have, are coming to the re 
lief of those who have not. This is 
one of the worthy features of these 
enlightened times. But it is the dis¬ 
position so common on the part of 
individuals to rush the government 
for help that should he curbed. When 
the government gives, nobody in par¬ 
ticular feels the burden. It seems 
like “found money.” But in the end 
th%j>eople pay and in times like these 
they feel the real brunt of the burden 
Every tax added to business or in¬ 
dustry increases the cost of commod 
ities and is a discouragement against 
the furtherance of expansion. Mr. 
Moore looks to the necessity of a vir¬ 
ile public opinion being aroused 
against extravagance to ensure 
healthier position of public finance 
and to guard against the danger of 
recurrence of the slump.—St. Mary’s 
Joumal-Argus.
